LAGLEDE GAS WORKERS 
WIN WAGE INCREASE 


Scale of June 30, 1932, and 
Union Recognition Ordered 
by Labor Board. 


Under a decision of the St. Louis 
Regional Labor Board, announced 
today by Chairman Samuel B. Mc- 
Pheeters, plant employes and meter 
readers for the Laclede Gas Light 


Co. received union recognition and 
wage increases to conform with 
scales in effect on June 30, 1932. 

By stipulation between the com- 
pany and the union, the decision 
is binding for one year and be- 
comes effective immediately. The 
Labor Board announced that the 
provisions apply to 832 employes. 

Munro Roberts, union attorney, 
said the organization has enrolled 
85 per cent of the men affected, 
and he expects the remainder to 
sign up as a result of the decision. 

Through restoration of 1932 wage 
scales, workers paid on an hourly 
and weekly basis will receive a 20 
per cent increase, while monthly 
salaries will be increased 10 per 
cent. According to statistics pre- 
sented to the Labor Board at the 
arbitration hearing, the annual pay- 
roll increase will amount to $275,- 
000. 
Plant employes and meter read- 
ers at present are working a 40- 
hour week. The Labor Board made 
no change in the working time, 
leaving any desired adjustments to 
be worked out by the company and 
the union. 

The decision, in general, con- 
forms with demands made by the 
organized workers in a brief filed 
with the Labor Board. A com- 
plaint filed subsequently by Rob- 
erts, dealing with a reported at- 
tempt by the company to organize 
a so-called company union, was not 
taken up by the Labor Board. Rob- 
erts said today he was satisfied the 
successful fight for recognition of 
the employes’ union, which is af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, would cause the fail- 
ure of any further effort at em- 
ploye organization on the part of 
the company. ; 

Roberts was aided in presenting 
the union side of the case by 
George Patterson, organizer for the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
William M. Brandt, secretary of the 
Central Trades & Labor Union.

The auditorium proper was not 


even seen by the more than 25,000 
dinner guests who partook of the 
hospitality extended by the city, its 
employes and business houses. But 
the nearly finished exhibition hall, 
below the auditorium, proved well 
adapted for the Christmas party’s 
main purpose, which was one of 
refreshment. As an entertainment 
place, it was made to serve, with 
the use of an improvised stage and 
loud speakers. 

Checkers stationed at the guest 
entrances from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m. 
the time limits of the party, re- 
ported a total of 26,773 persons en- 
tering. This count, unavoidably, 
included some spectators, and it in- 
cluded a great many repeaters, who 
came early and returned late fora 
second meal—a practice to which 
those in charge of the party seemed 
to have no objection. 

Children Among Guests. 

The procession of men, women 
and children to and through the 
hall began soon after the chilly 
Christmas dawn, and continued un- 
til the snow, descending after night- 
fall, had blanketed the bare spaces 
of the Plaza. 

Many ‘took short cuts across the 
frozen dirt, to reach the building 
from the east and north. Parents 
led small children, and _ carried 
babes in arms. The old and the in- 
firm came singly, in pairs and in 
groups. Boys and girls appeared 
in neighborhood bands. Homeless 


men of all ages, and unemployed 
women, with and without children, 
arrived one by one, or in the chance 
groupings formed on the way. 

There were reminders of better 
days in the appearance and cloth- 
ing of some of the guests. Some 
men, whose garb would have passed 
muster in a gathering of business 
executives, lined up with the frankly 
and evidently destitute at the serv- 
ing counters. A few young pairs, 
the wife still in her wedding-day 
best, were seen. 

Generally, the tendency shown 
was, as is proper, to wear one’s best 
clothes to a party. Children came 
with clean hands and faces, though 
this condition was not so noticeable 
when they left. A policeman sta- 
tioned near the building reported 
cases in which family parties ar- 
rived in autonmfobiles, and returned 
to the automobiles carrying the 
shopping bags given at the party, 
which showed that they were 
guests, not helpers or spectators. 

City Employes Share Cost. 

The hosts, who were also in part 
the donors of the dinner, were the 
city’s employed personnel, headed 
by Mayor Dickmann, chief planner 
and director of the party. Money 
contributions of somewhat more 
than $1000, mostly from City Hall, 
were suppleménted by large gifts 
of provisions, these contributions 
having an estimated value of more 
than $12,000. 

Food was given by the ton, 
cooked at City Hospital and other 
institutions, carried in trucks to the 
building and warmed in great pans 
on gas ranges, before being served 
on individual paper plates. Each 
plate was well filled with ham, 
baked beans, sweet potatoes, bread, 
cookies and jelly or jam. For 
some of the first morning guests, 
the meal was breakfast, which in 
many cases was supplemented, 
hours afterward, by the same for 
dinner or supper. 

2200 Places at Tables. 

As each plate was given out, the 
holder was directed to one of the 
rows of long tables, where 2200 
places had been set. AS soon as 
the guests were seated, hot coffee 
was poured into the paper cups be- 
fore them, and milk was set before 
the children. So long as the soft 
drink supply lasted, there was bot- 
tled soda for old and young. 

Knives and forks bore Army and 
Cc. M. T. C. marks. They were 
rushed to the Jail for washing, as 
the supply of tableware was not so 
large as had been expected, and 
prisoners on this duty had to speed 
up their work to keep the diners 
from lacking “tools.” 

Not Much Waiting in Line. 

Because of the great amount of 
table space provided, there was 
plenty of spare room, even at the 
midday rush, and each table was 
cleaned, and newly spread and set, 
after having been used. Six serving 
centers were operated, and there 
was less waiting in line than can 
be seen in most downtown cafeteri- 
as at the daily lunch hour. . 

After the meal, the children hur- 
ried to the exits, where shopping 
bags containing candy, fruit, nuts, 
horns and various toys and trinkets 
were distribtited. Books of magic 
were in some of the bags, and were 
in demand among the boys.

Engineer and Fireman of 
Steel Flyer Which Plowed 
Through Wooden Coaches 
in Fog Are Jailed.

PARIS, Dec. 26.—Known fatali- 


ties in Saturday night’s railroad 
disaster reached 199 today with 
the death of three more of the in- 
jured. The bodies of two women 
and a boy remained unidentified. 
Remains shapeless beyond identi- 
fication as human bodies were put 
in nameless caskets, and the exact 


total of deaths may never be 
known. About 300 travelers were 
hurt. 


Lucien Daudigny, engineer, and 


Henry Charpentier, the fireman of 
the flyer, are held in_ prison, 
charged with homicide by impru- 
dence, but Deputy Louis Rollin pro- 
tested that tLeir imprisonment was 
“illegal and arbitrary.” 

Railroad officials said the Paris- 
Strasbourgh flyer ran through a 
closed signal in a thick fog at 65 
miles an hour. The accused men 
denied signals were against them. 

The bodies were taken to the 
East Station, Paris, where they 
were laid in long rows. 

Deputy Victor Schleiter, Mayor of 
Verdun, was killed outright, and 
Deputy Henri Rollin died of inju- 
ries in a Paris hospital. Deputy 
Gaston Poittevin was badly hurt. 

In Paris throngs of relatives 
crowded the East Station basement 
waiting to identify victims, while 
women knelt, praying and sobbing. 
The station was transformed into 
a chapel. Long black cloth hung 
from the wall¢ Candles were burn- 
ing as hundreds filed past the bod- 
ies. Cardinal Verdier granted ab- 
solution of the blessed to the dead. 
A collective funeral will be held in 
Paris, probably tomorrow, with the 
Cabinet attending. 

The flyer struck the fog-bound 
express with such force that its lo- 
comotive hurtled through’ three 
wooden cars, shearing them like a 
knife from their undertrucks, com- 
ing to rest on the fourth car, its 
wheels almost touching the ground. 
Flames then leapt through the 
yellow fog. 

Passengers of the steel flyer 
were badly shaken, but compara- 
tiely few were injured.

TWO-INCH SNOW GIVES 
GWA MEN NEW JOB 


1500 Clearing Streets—tTraffic 
Slowed but Street Cars and 
Busses Run on Time. 


The first snowfall of the season, 
which spread a white mantle over 
St. Louis and vicinity in the last 
hours of Christmas day, came as 
the forerunner of a severe cold 
wave predicted for tonight. The 
Weather Bureau expected the tem- 
perature to drop te about zero. 

Snow began to fall shortly before 
6 o’clock last night and within an 
hour blanketed the city. By 7 
o'clock this morning the fall to- 
taled two inches. 

The snow packed easily much to 
the delight of children who had 
new Christmas sleds to try out. The 
slippery surface, however, inter- 
fered somewhat with automobile 
traffic, requiring drivers to proceed 
cautiously. 

Traffic in General Regular. 

Traffic in general moved without 
interruption. Street cars and busses 
maintained their schedules, trains 
were arriving and departing on time 
and air schedules were only slightly 
delayed. Some motor busses arriv- 
ing from other cities got in about 
an hour late. 

The snow was general throughout 
a large part of the country, and was 
heavier to the north and east of St. 
Louis. Chicago had six inches and 
Columbus, O., four. 

The Automobile Club reported all 
highways in this. territory were 
open, but warned that casual drifts 
might block some roads until they 
were removed. 

CWA Workers Clear Snow.

ROOSEVELT WRITING NEW BOOK 


“On Our Way; The First Year,” to 
Be Issued in March.

Bond Is Fixed at $5000 
After Motions for New 
Trial and Arrest of Judg- 
ment Are Overruled in 


Federal Court. 


T. Francis Campbell, former head 
of a firm of public accountants and 
a specialist in income tax matters, 
was sentenced to two years in pris- 
on and fined $2500 today for income 
tax evasion. He had been found 
guilty Saturday by a jury, but sen- 
tence was deferred until after 
Christmas. 

Federal Judge Faris passed sen- 
tence after overruling motions for 
a new trial, arrest of judgment and 
for further delay to afford Camp- 
bell an opportunity to make a fi- 
nancial settlement with the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. Campbell 
then gave notice of appeal and ar- 
rangements were made for his re 
lease under $5000 bond. 

Motion for New Trial. 

In his motion for a new trial 
Campbell’s counsel, Walter Brady, 
raised only one point—that press 
accounts of the trial had mentioned 
that Campbell was_ indicted after 
his former wife had testified at a 
divorce hearing that his income was 
between $50,000 and $75,000 a year. 
This statement, Brady contended, 
was prejudicial to his client, and 
must have been read by members of 
the jury. 

Judge Faris dismissed that argu- 
ment with the statement that it was 
“wholly up to the newspapers, if they 
can reconcile with their conscience 
the publication of statements obvi- 
ously inadmissible in the trial of 
the case.” 

The indictment against Campbell 
concerned his income jn 1927, a 
year for which he reported gross 
income of $24,531, which, with de- 
ductions and exemptions, required 
him to pay a tax of $75. The Gove 
ernment charged he concealed ad- 
ditional income of $24,900, and con- 
tended his tax should have been 
$2912. 

Asking further delay before sen- 
tence, Brady said the Government’s 
testimony purported to show that 
Campbell’s 1927 income was $40,000 
instead of the larger amount 
charged in the indictment, and said 
Campbell disputed the $40,000. 

Some Wrong Deductions. 

His client, he said, was ready to 
admit he had taken some deduc- 
tions to which he was not entitled, 
patricularly exemptions for five de 
pendent children when in fact he 
was entitled to claim exemption 
for only three of the five. 

There were, Brady conceded, ad- 
justments to be made, but Camp- 
bell had always thought the tax he 
owed was not nearly so large as 
was claimed by the Government. 
Campbell had made a compromise 
offer of $500, he said, but this had 


bell be given further time to seek a 
compromise and said if that could 
be done, Campbell would ask for 
parole. 

Calling the defendant ‘forward, 
Judge Faris told him he had over- 
ruled the only point raised in sup- 
port.of the motion for a new trial. 

“Unfortunately for you,” the 
Court said, “your own testimony 
was an admission that at least one 
of the charges of the Government 
was correct. I refer to the exemp- 
tions claimed for five depencent 
children, when in fact there were 
only three. You, being an expert in 
these matters, must have known the 
law and realized the seriousness of 
your act. 

“Undoubtedly, from all the tes- 
timony,” the Court concluded, “the 
amount of your income was far 
larger than the amount for which 
you made a return.” 3 

Campbell, who is 56 years old, 
was indicted in September, 1930, 
but was not found by Department 
of Justice agents until June, 1932, 
when he was arrested in Chicago. 
He said he left St. Louis because 
of domestic difficulties and not to 
-evade arrest.

C., Dec. 26.—Rob- 
ert H. Wiles, 49 years old, a jobless 
mechanic, confessed today, police 
said, that he killed 15-year-old Her- 
bert H. Harris Jr. with an iron bar 
Satur°1y in a deserted farm house 
near Columbia. Police said he 


then drove back to Columbia, 
shook hands with the boy’s father 
and wished ‘im a merry Christmas. 

The killing first was attributed 
to a desire for revenge against the 
elder Harris, Lut the investigation 
so far today failed to establish any 
motive, 

John Martin Rushton, a former 
meat cutter for a grocery chain 
managed by the boy’s father, was 
held at the State penitentiary for 
examination. He denied all knowl- 
edge of the crime. 

Three men. exploring the old 
house Christmas day came upon 
the body in the front room be- 
neath the remnants of a mattress. 
Several heavy blows over the 
temples had crushed the skull, The 
discovery ended a 48-hour search 
motivated by the theory young Har- 
ris had been kidnaped. No ransom 
ever was asked. 

U. S. Agents Join Inquiry. 
Three Department of Justice 
agents joined State, county and city 
officers in the ensuing investiga- 
tion which resulted in the arrest of 
Wiles and Rushton. 

Officers said Eddie Dixon, Negro 
bootblack, identified Wiles at the 
penitentiary as the man who got 
him to hand young Harris a note 
on lower Main street Saturday. 
Dixon said Harris read the note and 
drove off with the man in an auto- 
mobile, 

The note, addressed to “H. Har- 
ris” and bearing the signature of 
an emergency relief worker, was 
thought to have lured Harris into 
the car under the impression he was 
to be given employment. 

Wiles allegedly confessed to 
writing the note and driving Har-

The low-priced jewelry industry 
obtained a 32%-cent minimum wage, 
and the administration reported a 
36.8 per cent increase in employ- 
ment this year.

hour or $14 a week. Hugh S. John- 
son, reporting on it to the Presi- 
dent, said the code would not cause 
any substantial increase in prices 
but that a marked increase was to 
be expected from the high prices 
for gold.

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GANG IS “KILL-GRAZY 


Former Member Tells Police 
That Band Is Determined 
to Fight to Death.

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., Dec. 26. 


—Police have received a warning 
from oae who until recently was 
a member of the John Dillinger 
gang that any attempt to arrest 
the desperadoes would be met by a 


fight to the death. The informant 
was Edward Shouse, captured last 
week at Paris, Ill. when an In- 
diana State policeman was killed, 
and he told his tory of the gang 
to Sergt. Dan Healy of the Chi- 
cago police. 

“They are all kill-crazy and 
that’s why I left them,” said Shouse, 
who was one of the 10 convicts 
who broke--out of the Indiana 
prison last September. 

Shouse said the gang had a 
nightly drill in which every man 
took the position assigned to him 
in event of a surprise raid by po- 
lice. 

The men sleep in bullet-proof 
vests, and hope to amass $100,000 
by robbery forays out of Chicagu 
after which they plan to go to 
South America, Shouse said. They 
consider Chicago “the safest place 
to live in the meantime. 

When he left them last Nov. 18 
to go to California, Shouse said 
Dillinger, Harry Pierpont, Charles 
Mackley, John Hamilton, Russell 
Clark and John Burns were living 
together in Chicago. 

So far the activities of the gang 
have resulted in the killing of three 
officers of the law and several rob- 
beries in Middle West states, au- 
thorities said. The first officer 
killed was Sheriff Jesse Sarber of 
the county jail at Lima, O. He was 
shot shortly after the prison break 
when some of the convicts raided 
the jail and rescued Dillinger, held 
for a bank robbery. Shouse ex- 
plained the gang rescued Dillinger 
because 4e was the one who smug:

“They are all kill-crazy and 
that’s why I left them,” said Shouse, 
who was one of the 10 convicts 
who broke--out of the Indiana 
prison last September. 

Shouse said the gang had a 
nightly drill in which every man 
took the position assigned to him 
in event of a surprise raid by po- 
lice. 

The men sleep in. bullet-proof 
vests, and hope to amass $100,000 
by robbery forays out of Chicago 
after which they plan to go to 
South America, Shouse said. They 
consider Chicago “the safest place 
to live in the meantime. 

When he left them last Nov. 18 
to go to California, Shouse _ said 
Dillinger, Harry Pierpont, Charles 
Mackley, John Hamilton, Russell 
Clark and John Burns were living 
together in Chicago. 

So far the activities of the gang 
have resulted in the killing of three 
officers of the law and several rob- 
beries in Middle West states, au- 
thorities said. The first officer 
killed was Sheriff Jesse Sarber of 
the county jail at Lima, O. He was 
shot shortly after the prison break 
when some of the convicts raided 
the jail] and rescued Dillinger, held 
for a bank robbery. Shouse ex- 
plained the gang rescued Dillinger 
because 4e was the one who smug: 


gled weapons into the prison and | 


made the escape possible. On Dec. 
14 Hamilton shot down Sergt. Wil- 
liam Shanley of Chicago, when the 
latter approached him in a garage 
to question him.

REPORTS ON LOWERED 
BUDGETS FOR SCHOOLS 


Federal Commissioner Says 
Cities Employ 18,000 Few- 
er Teachers Than in 1931. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26. — Dr. 
George F. Zook, Federal Commis- 
sioner of Education. discussed the 
condition of city schools in a re- 
port published today. 

“Prospects reported by city sup- 
erintendents for the current year,” 
Zook said, “are, as a whole, dark, 
although there are some bright 
spots in the national picture.” 

He said reductions in current 
operating budgets for schools aver- 
aged almost 20 per cent since 1931. 

“School budget reductions in 
small cities of the North Central, 
South Central and Western states 
average 33 per cent between 1931 


and the present school year,” he 
said. 

“Very few cities have not made 
some reduction in teachers’ salaries 
since 1930. The reductions run as 
high as 40 and 45 per cent. The 
average decrease is probably about 
14 per cent. Further reductions are 
reported in prospect for the cur- 
rent year. 

18,000 Fewer Teacher. 

“City schools are operating with 
about 18,000 fewer teachers now 
than in 1930. 

“Enrollment is up sharply — 
probably 250,000 more than in 1930. 

“Expenditures are down. City 
schools are now running on approx- 
imately $133,000,000 less for current 
expenses than they did in 1931- 
1932. 

“The fact that cities have had to 
borrow money to keep their schools 
open is reflected in an increase of 
1.2 per cent in the amount of the 
money devoted to interest pay- 
ments. 

“Few school buildings are being 
built. Few old ones have been re- 
paired. Expenses for capital outlay 
have dropped considerably.” 

“The school term was reduced in 
length in one out of every four 
cities. Kindergartens were reduced 
or eliminated in 80 cities out of 404 
reporting. Playground activity was 
seriously curtailed in 85 out of 502 
cities. The supply of free text- 
books was reduced in 106 cities and 
new books eliminated altogether in 
rr of 604 cities which replied (to 
a questionnaire). 

“School supplies suffered gceatly, 
having been reduced in neariy half 
of all the cities reporting. 

Increase in Pupils Per Teacher. 

“Night and adult classes were re- 
duced or eliminated in 113 cities 
of 266. 

“Summer schools were seriously 
affected in 99 cities of 240. ; 

“There has been an incréase of 
two pupils per teacher in the last 
three years. Arkansas cities will 
have abéut 45 pupils per teacher, 
the largest pupil load in the coun- 

try, with North Dakota anj Mis- 
souri having a load of 28, the small- 
est. The average for the vountry 
is 32 pupils for each teacher. Three

OF BIRDS SEEN ONWALK 


Pileated Woodpecker Among 
Rarest Noted in St. Louis 
Audubon Society Census. 


Like rapid booming of a bass 
drum came the noise of a stout 
three-inch bill being driven into a 
hollow log by that Primo Carnera 
of the woodpecker family—the pi- 
leated woodpecker or _  logcock. 
Those members of the St. Louis 
Bird Club and the Webster Groves 
Nature Study Society who heard 
the furious tattoo walked toward a 
clump of woods nearly a quarter 
of a mile away. 

As they were about to enter the 
slump, the*drummer shot up in the 
itr and flew overhead, giving his 
wild cry, a cross between a crow’s 
caw and a startled hen’s cackle. 


His 18-inch body of dull greenish 
black was topped by an imperious 
head resplendent with a scarlet 
crest running from black bill to 
the base of neck. Running back 
from the bill was the red mustache 
that identified the bird as a male, 

And so the pileated woodpecker, 
rather uncommon in Missouri, was 
included in the list of 32 species 
noted last Sunday for the annual 
Christmas bird census that is taken 
in every state for Bird Lore, offi- 
cial magazine of the Audubon So 
ciety. The walk was made in the 
wooded area southwest of Valley 
Park. 

Next to the pileated woodpecker 
in importance was the whimsical 
appearing cat owl, or long-eared 
owl, which gets its name from its 
mewing cry. Those who have seen. 
it close, say that it has a bright, 
mischievous expression. 

There was some conjecture as to 
just why a nocturnal bird should be 
flapping about in the daytime. One 
theory -was that the cat-faced. bird 
had been driven from his home by 
the rowdy bluejays for whom there 
is no greater diversion than that 
of owl-baiting. The jaunty jays, as 
usual in winter, were present in 
great numbers and had been mak- 
ing the woods ring with their hulla- 
baloo. 

The birds failed to do their part 
as Christmas carolers, with excep- 
tion of the winter wrens. Their 
only rivals in song were the blacke 
capped and Carolina chickadees 
which failed to provide very strong 
competition. 

Dreary gray-colored juncos, among 
the first northerners to come to 
Missouri to winter, were observed 
in large flocks. The largest flock 
was estimated to contain 118 and 
of the total of about 1000 birds 
noted, more than a third were jun- 
cos. 

Species that were seen, according 
to a compilation made by Sterling 
P. Jones, Webster Groves, who di- 
rected the five groups, were as fol- 
lows: Canada goose, red tailed 
hawk, sparrow hawk, sharp-shinned 
hawk, bobwhite, long-earned owl, 
belted kingfisher, northern flicker, 
pileated 
woodpecker, hairy woodpecker, 
downy woodpecker, bluejay, crow, 
black-capped and Carolina chicka.

ed nuthatch, brown creeper, winter 
wren, Carolina wren, robin, blue 
bird, cedar waxwing, meadowlark, 
cardinal, purple finch, goldfinch, 
junco tree sparrow, song sparrow 
and mourning dove.

CHICAGO. Dec. 26. — Probate 


' Judge John F. O'Connell has grant- 
ed Mrs. Stanley McCormick a $50,- 
’ 000 increase in her allowance from 


the estate of her incompetent hus- 
band. 

During the last year Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick has received $200,000 for 


her personal expenses, but in 1934 
she is to have $250,000. She asked 
for the increase on the ground that 
she had contributed $69,750 of her 
allowance to charity and could ex- 
tend her efforts if she had more 
to give. 

However, the extra $50,000 was 
granted, the Court said, on recent 
gains made by the estate of the son 
of the late Cyrus McCormick.

AT NEW YEAR'S PARTS 


“Corkage”’ Expected to Keep 
Down Number of Those 
Who Bring Their Own. 


The 13-year tradition, B. Y. O. L. 
—Bring Your Own Liquor—will be 
discarded, or at any rate will be 
not quite the thing and a rather ex- 
pensive thing, at St. Louis hotel 
parties this New Year's eve. 


Guests who adhere to the cus- 
tom will find in several hotels that 
they must pay a “corkage” or 
“service” charge of 25 cents for a 
glass and an_ ice cube. Soda, selt- 
zer or ginger ale will be extra, at 
the high rates which prevailed 
through prohibition. 

The thrifty guest, in fact, may 
find that he can save money as 
well as his private stock, by leaving 
his own liquor at home. Some 
hotels—nearly all are serving liquor 
openly while the tSate Legislature 
debates what to do about repeal 
regulation—will sell blended whisky 
highballs for 30 cents, only 5 cents 
more than the “corkage” charge. 

“It makes a good highball,” in 
the half-apologetic phrase that got 
its start in 1920.

to Be One Reason for 
Gain.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Arno B. 
Cammerer, Director of National 
Parks, said yesterday that travel 
to national parks increased 22 per 


over that of the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The increase, he said, reflected 
improved business conditions, fine 
weather and increased activity 
brought about by emergency conser- 
vation and public works programs. 


Cammerer said heartening reports 
also were received from business 
concerns operating in and near the 
national parks. 

Eleven parks reported increases 
in the number of visitors and with 
the exception of the 224 per cent 
advance noted for Wind Cave Park 
in the Black Hills of South Dakota, 
Cammerer said the upturp appeared 
to be due to normal circumstances 
“which might reasonably be ex- 
pected to continue.” A Conserva- 
tion Corps encampment near Wind 
Cave caused the increase in visitors 
to that park.

PARENTS APPEAL TO YOUTH

Promise to Stand by Young Man 
Accused of Killing Deaf Mute

FROM CONGRESS 


Will Ask for RFC Loans in 
Addition to Legislation 
Permitting Compromises 


With Their Creditors. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Con- 
gress, at its next session, will be 
asked to provide Federal aid to 
cities. 

In addition to legislation enabling 
municipalities to compromise their 
debts by consent of a majority of 
their creditors, the United States 
conference of mayors expects to 
ask for direct RFC loans, low Fed- 
eral liquor taxes so that cities may 
effectively impose their own, and 
possibly easing of Federal Reserve 
rediscount regulations to make 
municipal paper eligible.

One‘ of the favorite recipes calis 
for one quart of whipping cream, 
one dozén eggs, one dozen table- 
spoons of sugar and whisky to suit 
the taste. Usually one tablespoon 
of whisky is used to fry the egg, 
but if potency is desired the pro- 
portion of flavoring is substantially 
increased. 

The procedure calls for séparat- 
Ing the yellows and whites of the 
eggs. The sugar and yellows are 
creamed together and beaten until 
fluffy. This is then charged with 
bourbon or rye. The stiffly beaten 
whites of the eggs are carefully 
added to the mixture. The bever- 
age is complete when the whipped

Educator Stresses Importance 
of Alternative Discipline for 
Boy or Girl of 14 to 16. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—What 
is to be done with the 14 to 16 
year-old boy or girl who has com- 
pleted school attendance require- 
ments .and still is too young for 
wage-earning employment? 

That problem, 
Wright, director of the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education, is 
the most serious that has arisen in 
the field of education during the 
past few years. 

He points out that while the pe- 
riod of compulsory full time school 
attendance has been extended in 
some states to 16 years with provi- 
sion for part time attendance for 
young workers beyond that age, in 
a majority of states there is a gap 
between the age of release from 
compulsory attendance and the 
minimum age of employment. 

The minimum age is fixed in child 
labor legislation in NRA codes or 
determined independently by indus- 
try which of its own initiative has 
been more generally refusing to 
employ workers under 16 and even 
in some occupations under 18 years 
of age, according to Dr. Wright. 

Comes at Crucial Time. 

“This gap comes at precisely that 
age of adolescence when guidance 
and direction are most essential 
for the future welfare of the boy 
or girl,” he said. 

“It may be assumed that the min- 
imum age policy written into emer- 
gency codes will be continued as a 
permanent policy in order that the 
14 to 16 year old boy or girl will not

Under the vocational educational 
act, one third of the Federal funds 
provided for trade and industrial 
educaion, if expended in the states, 
must be expended for part-time 
schools—that is schools providing 
instruction during a part of the 
regular working time for young 
workers. 

Mainly for Workers Past 16. 

Dr. Wright says it would appear 
that these schools in the future 
must be operated almost exclusive- 
ly for workers past 16 years of age. 
Consequently, he maintains that the 
14 to 16-year-old boy or girl must 
continue in full time attendance at 
the regular day school since “it is 
inconceivable that public opinion or 
the interest of parents would tol- 
erate complete denial of opportun- 
ity to these boys and girls either 
of employment or continued educa- 
tion.” 

It is up to school authorities, he 
says, to tackle the problem of pro- 
viding some alternative educational 
discipline of value for this group of 
future citizens who cannot benefit 
by further formal academic instruc- 
tion.

Obeying Bishops, Resign 
From: Parliament, Pro- 
vincial Diets and City and 
Community Councils.

Intimation That Action Is 
Vote of Non-Confidence 
in Chancellor, Denied by 
His Party.

VIENNA, Dec. 26:—In conformity 


with a decision of the conference of 


Austrian Bishops, Catholic priests 
in all sections of the country have 
resigned their seats in the Nation- 
al Parliament, the provincial Diets 
and the various municipal and com- 
munity councils. 

The number of priests thus with- 
drawing from active politics is not 
spectacularly large (only 21 mem- 
bers of the National Parliament and 
provincial diets and around 100 
members of municipal bodies were 
involved) but all them were elected 
on the Christian-Social ticket. 

Now the Christian-Social (Cath- 
olic Center) party is the party of 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss, and 
the tendency in some quarters was 
to interpret the Bishops’ move as 
a vote of no-confidence against the 
Dolifuss regime. Perhaps the wish 
was father to the thought in those 
quarters; at any rate, this interpre- 
tation was quickly and sharply de- 
nied by party headquarters. 

Importance Stressed. 

The undeniable importance of the 
move, however, was stressed in all 
quarters. The Democratic “Tag- 
blatt” pointed out that Article 32 of 
the new German Concordat speci- 
fies that the church shall forbid 


its priests to take part in any po- 
litical activity, and the semi-official 
‘Reichspost” referred to the Aus- 


out of the German Concordat. 

The “Reichspost’” © added _ that 
withdrawal of its priests from poli- 
tics undoubtedly will benefit the 
church, in that “enemies no longer 


should be held responsible.” For 
the party itself, however, the with- 
drawal of the priests is a big loss. 
It will be recalled that one of Aus- 
tria’s most distinguished post-war 
statesmen, the late Chancellor Sei- 
pel, was a priest. 

In Socialist and Nazi circles the 
withdrawal of the priests was 
hailed as a wise and celarly justi- 
fied move by the church. It was 
also, however, joyfully celebrated 
in those circles as a crushing de- 
feat for the party of Chancellor 
Dollfuss. 

Fears Rapid Dwindle. 

The Socialist “Arbeiter-Zeitung” 
was quick to observe that only the 
great authority of the church was 
holding many Austrians within the 
Christian-Social fold; that the ten- 
dency among the younger people 
was to desert the party in droves. 
“And now if the people see that

FEDERAL DEFICIT FIRST HALF 
OF FISCAL YEAR $963,518,000 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26. — The 
Federal deficit in latest Treasury 
figures, dating only 10 days from 
the end of the calendar year and 
the first six months of the fiscal 
period, stands at $963,518,000 as 
compared with $1,588,132,000 a year 
ago. 

Increased receipts, due chiefly to 
new taxes, accounted for $436,000,- 
000 of this $624,600,000 difference 
between last year’s deficit and the 
present one. 

The Administration break-down 
of the outgo allotted $1,416,803,000 
to ordinary operating expenditures 
and $979,825,000 to emergency ones, 
of which $532,733,000 for the RFC 
constituted the largest single item. 

Sinking fund operations also rep- 
resented a big difference between 
the position of the Treasury at this 
time and a year ago. 

During the present fiscal year 
the Government has put $17,287,000 
in the sinking fund as against a 
corresponding allotment last year

CHINESE PLANES. 


BOMB CITES IN 
REBEL PROVINCE 


Reports at Nanking Are 
That 55 Civilians and 
Three Soldiers Were 
Killed in Attacks.

NANKING, China, Dec 26, — 
Fifty-five civillans and three sok 
diers have been slain in Fukien 
Province in heavy bombing attacks 
by Nationalist Government planes, 
it was reported unofficially today. 
(The maritime province of Fue 
kien is the center of a revolution- 
ary movement against the National 
Government. Foochow is the cap- 
ital.) 

The planes bombed Foochow Sat- 
urday and Sunday, wrecking four =: 
houses and killing 25 civilians, the — 
unofficial reports said, and dropped 
60 bombs upon Changchow Friday, 
destroying 40 homes, killing W 
civilians and three soldiers and in- 
juring 100 persons. 

Eugene Chen, who recently was 
reported to have allied himself with 
the so-called “people’s independent 
government” in Fukien, issued a 
statement declaring that the “air 
planes were bought with publie 
subscription for defense against 
anti-Japanese aggression.” 

But, he declared, “besides bomb- 
ing, the planes also used machine 
guns on the civilians.” 

Chen, former Chinese Foreign 
Minister, a protege of Sun Yat-sen, 
father of the Chinese Republic, bite 
terly assailed Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, 
commanding the punitive campaign 
against the rebels in Fukien. 

“While Chiang Kai-shek hasn't 
nerve enough to use the planes 
against the Japanese,” he said, “he 
did not hesitate to use them in 
the massacre of his countrymen.” 

Officially, it was stated that 
three of the bombing planes were 
shot down. A further unofficial re- 
port said Foochow was 
again yesterday, but there were no 
details.

ANOTHER TAX FOR THE MOTORIST. 
The Senate has passed the Bales resolution pro- 
posing to submit to popular vote the question of rais- 
ing the State gasoline tax from 2 cents to 3 cents a 
gallon. The House ought to defeat the resolution. 
The people, if it is referred to them, ought to de 
‘feat it. 
First of all, it is an unfair tax. Second, it is con- 
: trary to the sound policy that has governed our 
motor-revenue legislation, which has preserved these 
funds for the special purpose for which they have 
been levied, namely, the construction and mainte- 
nance of our good roads system. Third, it is peril- 
ously close to a breach of faith with the public. 
The proposition is dressed in appealing garb. This 
additional revenue is to be divided between the pub- 
lic schools and the general fund—five-ninths to the 
former, the remainder to the latter. We are told, 
too, that the road fund will not be affected, since 
it will continue to receive, as at present, the pro- 
ceeds from the registration fees and the 2-cent gas- 
oline tax. That statement is either specious, or un- 
informed. Experience has shown that excessive au- 
tomobile taxes have reduced the flow of income, 
las excessive taxes have always done in every area.

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THE ECONOMY LEAGUE’S NEW PROGRAM. 
Having achieved its objective in the matter of 
expenditures for veterans, the National Economy 
League now addresses itself to the entire subject 
of Federal] finances. It has addressed a petition to 
the President and to Congress warning against the 
increases that have been made in the national debt 
and pleading for a balanced budget. To accomplish 
this purpose, the League presents a five-point pro- 
gram. 
Some of the points are obviously sound, such as 
provision for debt service; ordinary expenditures 
to be kept within the limits of current fiscal year, 
with no breakdown in veterans’ payment reforms; 
insistence that state and local communities able to 
do so carry their share of unemployment relief bur- 
dens, and heavy new taxation to close the gap be 
tween income and outgo. 
What the League is really gunning for, however, 
is a reduction of public works and other emergency 
expenditures, listed as point No. 4. It is these ex- 
penditures which are largely responsible for an esti- 
mated increase of seven billion dollars in the public 
debt during the last two fiscal years. To oppose 
these expenditures is to go beyond a mere plea for 
economy. It is to place the League in opposition to 
the major policies of the administration. 
Both Mr. Hoover, who created the RFC, and Mr. 
Roosevelt, who created the PWA and other emer- 
gency bodies, long ago realized that the depression 
calls for extraordinary action on the part of the 
Federal Government. Private business alone has been 
unable to lift the country to its feet. The depres- 
sion is a national problem and must have a national 
solution and that necessarily involves the lavish 
spending of Federal funds.

Just where luxury ends and utility begins in the 
family automobile we cannot say. There is some- 
thing of both, we suppose, in almost all private 
cars. In any event, the automobile is, pre-eminently, 
a utility. It is a vital, indispensable factor in our 
economy. It is, of course, taxed as no other form 
of property is taxed. By and large, the automobile | 
owner has cheerfully accepted that condition. He | 
has cheerfully voted taxes on himself to build and | 
maintain roads. But there is a limit beyond which 
automobile taxes dry up .the sources of revenue. 
That limit, we believe, has been reached in Missouri. 

We assume that the proposed additional gasoline 
tax is offered in lieu of the moderate sales tax, 
recommended by Gov. Park, on the assumption that 
it is less objectionable and will arouse less oppo- 
sition. The Post-Dispatch is on principle against 
the sales tax, but, in the circumstances, it seems 
to us the practical way to meet a pressing situa- 
tion, and, on every consideration, the fairer, more 
equitable tax. . 

Finally, once we have started to nibble at the road 
funds, 4nd—make no mistake about it—the Bales 
proposal if adopted, will be the beginning of that 
process, the end will, we believe, be disastrous.

THE DICTATOR’S BRIEF SPAN. 

Huey Long is, apparently, about to meet the fate 
which dictators invariably encounter in our Ameri- 
can democracy. We have had a good many Huey 
Longs in our history—political bosses who either 
selected the official personnel of a state while re- 
maining in the background themselves, or, like 


We have had our Quays, Platts, Hannas and Pen- 
roses who, regardless of the differences in their so- 
cial, cultural or economic attainments, exercised a 
political dominance more or iess analogous to that 
of the “Kingfish” in Louisiana. Always they came 
to the end of their tether. Huey Long is simply 
carrying on the Waterloo tradition, according to the 
portents in the news from New Orleans. In the 
stress of times that stir the emotions and warp 
judgment and give rise to alarms, it may be well to 
consult a record which shows, as the psalmist told it, 
that, with us, a dictator’s “days are as grass; as a 
flower of the field so he flourisheth; for the wind 
passeth over it and it is gone, and the place thereof 
shall know it no more.” 
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THE BAN ON LIQUOR ADVERTISING. 

One of the New York dailies has just sent letters 
to its subscribers in Missouri, and in other legally 
dry states, apolcegizing for late delivery of papers. 
Because it is compelled to remove liquor advertising 
from papers going to such states and substitute 
“filler,” it is explained, a special dry-state edition 
is necessary, with the result that trains are missed. 
A New York weekly magazine, as received in Mis- 
sourl the last few weeks, has contained page after 
page of blank space, representing voids from which 
the tabooed notices had been lifted. 

These are among the effects of the Reed amend- 
ment to the postoffice bill of 1917. It was presented 
in sardonic vein by Senator James A. Reed of Mis- 
souri, in the effort to make prohibition laws so dras- 
tic that they wonld speedily be repealed. In the dry 
hysteria of that day, the idea was snapped up as a 
splendid one, and made into law. 

Other inconveniences result from the archaic law. 
As recounted by Arthur Krock in the New York 
Times, the same mail trains serve Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, yet these states must have separate editions of 
newspapers. In New Mexico, Washington and Mary- 
land, where local option obtains, separate editions 
may be necessary for mailboxes on opposite sides of 
the road on a rural route. 

The law is, of course, difficult to enforce, costly 
to newspapers and serves no practical purpose. The 
administration is requiring the law’s enforcement, 
pending its repeal, to keep the platform pledge to 
protect the dry states. The Postoffice Department is 
empowered to alter its own regulations, but has no 
choice save to enforce a Federal law. It should be 
one of the first duties of Congress, when it meets 
next month, to repeal this ridiculous measure.

ble for Americans to form responsible 

opinions about the rapid, confusing and 
more or less secret negotiations in Europe 
on the subject of armaments. To attempt 
to guess what are Chancellor Hitler’s inten- 
tions in making this or that proposal, or 
what are Sir John Simon’s intentions, or 
Mussolini’s, is to lose oneself in a maze of 
speculation. And yet, though we cannot 
judge the details of the current maneuver- 
ing, we know that the ultimate issue is 
whether there is to be peace or war and 
that this issue concerns us profoundly. 

It is, therefore, important that we estab- 
lish clearly in our own minds the principles 
by which we intend to be guided. I do not 
have any illusion that all the necessary 
principles of a complete American foreign 
policy are clear to me, but it may perhaps 
be useful to set down what does now seem 
clear and to indicate what is least clear and 
needing to be carefully explored. 


| T this distance, it is obviously impossi- 


First: However ardently we hope for 
peace, we have to recognize that war is a 
real possibility. Therefore, though we may 
continue to hope for the best, we have to 
prepare for the worst. No competent ob- 
server of international relations would, I 
think, when he is completely candid, dis- 
agree with Frank H. Simonds in his “Amer- 
ica Faces the Next War,” when he writes 
that: “Men may still assert that a new war 
in Europe has not yet become inevitable. 
With an even greater show of warrant, they 
may argue that it is not today imminént. 
But what no man can longer deny with rea- 
son after the German election of Nov. 12 is 
that war is a present possibility.” 

This in substance is the conclusion of the 
legal adviBer to the American delegation at 
the disarmament conference, Allen W. 
Dulles, who, writing in Foreign Affairs, says 
that, unless there is a new peace conference 
in Europe which solves the territorial prob- 
lems between Germany and her neighbors, 
“Europe will be taking the road which may 
lead to a major conflict unless Germany’s 
neighbors decided in the meanwhile to adopt 
the heroic remedy, if in fact it be a remedy, 
of preventive military action.” 

These pessimistic judgments arise from 
the knowledge that the ambitions of Ger- 
many are irreconcilable with the established 
interests of her neighbors. The German am- 
bition, frankly announced in the Nazi pro- 
gram, in the book of the German Chancellor, 
and instilled in the consciousness of the 
people of Germany, particularly of the 
youth, is to unite under their flag the Ger- 
mans in the surrounding countries. This 
ambition means the dismemberment of sevy- 
eral states and the creation of a nation of 
80,000,000, which would be incomparably the 
strongest power on the continent. 

This ambition cannot be realized by peace- 
able negotiation. Therefore, one of two 
things must happen: Either Germany must 
renounce her ambition, and decide to live 
within what are, substantially at least, her 
present boundaries, or sie must arm herself 
and then fight. 

+ . * 

Second: As long as this irreconcilable 

conflict exists between Germany and her

neighbors, all the negotiations about disar- 
mament, however, idealistically they may be 
described, must be regarded as the efforts 
of all the nations concerned to strengthen or 
to safeguard their positicn for an eventual 
war. When Mr. Simonds says that the rise 
of Hitler ‘marked the transition from a post- 
war to a pre-war era” he has illuminated 
with a brilliant phrase the essential and 
dreadful truth. 

It is not cynicism but simply lucidity 
which compels us henceforth to look at ev- 
ery proposal put forth from Berlin, Warsaw, 
Prague, Rome and Paris as a calculation 
by military and diplomatic strategists. These 
negotiations are not being conducted by 
pacifists, but by diplomats and Generals 
who are maneuvering for advantage in the 


balance of power. 
* * . 


Third: In these negotiations, the United 
States can take no part whatever. For, hav- 
ing no intention of concluding an alliance of 
any kind, by treaty or by implication, it has 
no right to intervene in the alignment of 
forces in Europe. It has no right to en- 
courage France to resist the German de- 
mands because it has no intention of help- 
ing to enforce that resistance. It has no 
right to press France to disarm, because it 
has no intention of helping to defend France 
or Poland or Czecho-Slovakia or Austria if 
they are attacked. The game now being 
played in Europe is one in which only those 
have the right to take part who are willing 
to stake their fortunes on the result. 

Not only have we no right to intervene 
even by exerting moral pressure, but it is 
against our best interest to do so. Moral 
intervention will not affect the issue where 
men are dealing in blood and iron, but it 
can implicate us in the result by commit- 
ting us to a position from which later we 
could not honorably withdraw. 


Fourth: The problem confronting the 
United States is to determine how it can be 
neutral in the event of war. I do not know 
the answer to that problem. But I think 
it is possible to define the problem some- 
what more concretely. 

Our historical experience for 150 years 
seems to me to prove thu. we are drawn into 
a European war when Great Britain is a 
belligerent, and that we stay out when Great 
Britain is neutral. We wére drawn into the 
Napoleonic wars. We were drawn into the 
World War. We stayed out of the Austro- 
German War, the Franco-Prussian War and 
the Balkan wars. 

The reason for this is evident. Our con- 
nection with Europe is the. North Atlantic 
Ocean, and Great Britain is the dominant 
maritime Power of Europe. If Britain is at 
war, she closes the seas, and, in the past we 
as neutrals, have had either to fight her, as 
we did in 1812, or fight her enemy, as we did 
in 1917. When Britain is neutral, it is easy 
for us to be neutral. Britain and the United 
States, together, then, have the same inter- 
est, and no European Power is strong 
enough to defy our combined power. 

The questions we have to determine, there- 
fore, would seem to be these: 

A. In the event of a European war in 
which Britain participates, can we devise 


How to Fight Public Ownership 


From the Philadelphia Record. 


RIVATE utility interests are fighting 

for “protection against Government and 
municipal competition.” They want such 
protection inserted in the new code for the 
power industry. 

This is precisely the wrong tactics for 
private power interests to adopt in their 
fight for “protection.” No law, no code, can 
protect private power from public compe 
tition. 

Lower rates than those charged by pub- 
licly-owned ytilities, and better service than 
is given by publicly-owned utilities, alone 
can “protect” private investments in the 
power field. 

The New York Times recently ran a story 
headed “Private Utilities Lowest in Rates,” 
which pointed out that the private com- 
panies charged an average of 2.7 cents per 
kilowatt hour, compared with an average 
of 31 cents charged by publicly-owned 
utilities. 

Unfortunately, however, buried in the 
fifth paragraph of the story, was the state- 
ment that private rates for domestic service 
were 5.6 cents a unit in 1932, compared with 
4.7 cents for municipal utilities, The private 
companies charged less than public com- 
panies only in the commercial power field. 
In the home field, the public companies 
charged far less. 

Home is where the voters are. Let the 
private companies charge domestic consum- 
ers less, and they have nothing to fear from 
public ownership. They will not kill public 
ownership by drafting codes—nor by propa- 
ganda that distorts the truth. 


TOO MUCH SPREAD.
